Coul 
from this Islnnd already oiilora Jla- 
vraiian ports free of duty ; and if there 
bo any good reason why our Govern- 
ment should not csort itself to extend 
that boon to other articlos, wo would 
like to bo made acquaiuiuu with it. 
The United States are laying groat 
stress upon tho faob that tho Hawaiian 
Government have agreed to a treaty 
of rooiprooity with then), aud except 
wo oan obtain tho same privilege oar 
trade with those inlands ranst soon bo 
serioDsly affected. Our lumborj.fish, 
fihingloB, barrels, &c., whieh wo now 
export in considerable quantities, and 
oatwhicb vweipaT^a.duty of ten per 
cent., will bo driveij out of the markots 
thoro if American gooda uro admitted 
free, uuIohh wo tiilio iiiuuciliulo stops 
to bo placed Ujion a fiiiiiilur fooling. 
Our exports lust year to tlio Idhinds 
were lurgo, and wo can boo no reuson 
wby wo should KuLVer tho trade tbiii 
our morchnntd bavo boon :;t some pains 
and oxpou.so to bccuvo to bo truns- 
forred to a foreigri power without our 
Government making an oil'ort to prp>. 
veutit. Tho schooner Kate,which sailed 
for tho Islands last evening, carried 
aivay a valuable cargo ol liih, abingloa 
and shooks. We beliovo it lies with 
the Government of the Colony to say 
whether or not wo ahall despatch fu- 
ture cargoes to the Islands. GIveos a 
fair chance with the States, and- we can 
undersell thorn in every article ; < bat 
place a doty on our prodiiots and 
allow theirs to go in free, and wo 
mast withdraw from competition. Wo 
direct tho attention of the Government 
to this important matter, believing, as 
wo do, that the Hawaiian' Go verntaent 
■—which is proverbially friendly to the 
British Uovornmont — will cheerfully 
accord to this Colony similar privileges 
to those lately extended to tho 
citizens of another power. At any 
rate, there can bo no barm in our 
making an effort to retain the trade, 
even if we fail. 

Is the Glory of Khslaiul Drpartiiis ? 

There exists at tho proHent tinio a 
certain class of newspaper writers and 
politicians (?) who are continuiilly fore- 
telling the dowul'all of tho British Em- 
pire; and, ' tho wish being father to tho 
thought,' speak or writo of it as a 
foregone conclusion. By latest ad^ 
vices it appears that Dr. Cumming has 
postponed tho dostructioa of the world 
indefinitely { let us cheerfully trust 
that tho example. set by 80 illaslrious 
a prototype may have some weight 
with these picayune prophets, and in., 
duce them to "lot up" for a while.

Let mo look away 
troui the sreiie of sliaiiis, KLM'vility, mid 
silver lace, and let me cast my eyes on the 
sea;* Over that sea in calm>rn)ajo8ly lies 
the proud island whoso existence consoles 
mo for a thousand eoiitineiital crimes, and 
vindicates for me tlie gooiliioss of Provid- 
ence. Yes, proud lMi^;laiid, thou art 
justly proud cf thy colossal streii^^th, more 
justly of thy tjOLllike repose, iStrotclicd 
on tho rock, but not like Prometheus, and 
with no evil bird to rend his side, rests (ho 
Genius of l']iiglaiKl. lie waits his hour, 
but lie eoiiiits nut the hours between. 
He knows it is rolling; u\) tliruugli the 
mystic gloom of I lie ages, ami that its 
chariot is guided by the iron Land of 
jJesiiny. Dare I murmur that the mists 
will not clear for me, that I shall not hear 
the wheels of tho chariot of the Hour of 
England. It will conic— it is coaiing— 
it is come. The whole world, aronacil as 
by some mighty galvanism, suddenly raises 
a wild cry of love and ailorulion, niid 
throws ilsi lf upon tho bouuteous bosom of 
England. Thenceforth there are no na- 
tions, no |ieopli;s ; lint one and indivisi- 
ble will be tliu world, ami llio world will 
bo one EiiKlund. Her virtue and her 
patience have triumphed ; tlio hiinp of her 
faith kindled at the Apostolic altars, 
burns for a beacon to makmd ; her ex- 
ample I'as regenerated tho erring, her 
inildflcss has relmked tho robellious. and 
her gentleiiss has enchanted the good.
